The'aim of the friends of the de- 


pendent children is the enactment o1 
legislation providing for their care. 
This aim is heartily indorsed by the 
president. He is thoroughly in favor 
of bills pending in the senate and 
house of representatives 
providing 


such care for the dependent children 
in the District of Columbia pud the 
territories, 
the only sections of the 


country for which congress may enact 
such laws. These bills will serve as 
examples for the rest of the country, 
it is hoped . 


Before the conference at its meet- 


ing in the White House on Jan. 25 
and subsequently the president ex- 
pressed the greatest interest in its 
work. Theconference, which was com- 
posed of. well Known philanthropists 
and sociologists from all parts of the 
"United States, assembled in Washing- 
ton at his Invitation, and its sessions 
were formally opened by him in a long 
address. 


The, president gave his opinion that 


there conld be no more important sub- 
ject, from the standpoint of the na- 
tion, than the care of "the interests 
of those children whom cruel misfor- 
tune has handicapped at the very out- 
set of their lives."

"Every European country which has 


planted a colony in Africa has spent 
millions of dollars in maintaining, as- 
sisting and encouraging their colonies. 
Not only have they spent monny, but 
these 
European . governments have 


sent "their best officials to supervise 
and guide the people until they have 
gotten started. 
This 
is 
especially 


irue in the case of England, France 
and Germany. 


"In tile disc of Liberia, a small 


body of people just out of slavery in 
this country, with no experience in 
government or tho conduct of educa- 
tional institutions, 
or 
without 
re- 


sponsibility for their own conduct, 
w^re scut to a foreign country and 
the responsibility was placed upon 
them within a few years of buildim; 
and maintaining a government. 


"I do not believe the condition of 


Liberia is; hopeless, but I do believe 
that this government owes, as Sec- 
retary Root, says, a

to

country. 
We have spent large sums 


of money and given some of our best 
officials to reorganize and build gov- 
ernments lu thu Philippines, Hawaii, 
Cuba, Porto Rico and San Domingo, 
'and wo certainly owe an equal duty 
to Liberia.

ODORS MOVE SLOWLY. 


Incredlbile Time Required to Travel 


Short Distances. 


It has been ascertained as the re- 


sult of experiments conducted by Prof. 
Zolcuy of the University of Minneso- 
ta that the diffusion of odors through 
the atmosphere is much slower than 
is commonly supposed. 
The profes- 


sor has investigated this phenomenon 
cxporimeutlly, and he finds that it 
takes the odor of ammonia at least 
an hour and a ,haU to make its way 
to. the oposite c-n'd. of a glass tube 
:inour five feet long. With the idea of 
throwing some l:ght on the character 
of odo'r.s— that, whether or not they 
actually consist of tangible physical 
particles of sub-atomic size, the ex- 
periment was tried of allowing tho 
odors to ascend and descend glass 
tubes and noting the time of their 
diffusion. 


One curious phenomenon noticed in 


this connection is that tho odor of cam- 
phor ascended twice as fast as it 
descended, while ammonia 
diffused 


equally 
in 
either 
direction. It is 


through the penetrating hydrogen sul- 
phite odor carried, by slowly ascend- 
ing currents of air that the vukure 
class of birds that feed on carrion 
are able to locate their fcod. These 
birds arc often seen sailing around 
and around all day long, until finally 
sometimes r.fter (he lapse of two or 
three day-., they have been able to 
trace the rmell of their food from 
gre.it altitudes downward to its loca- 
tion on the ground.

100 miles and sometimes from an al- 
titude of 10,000 feet, "gives some ide 
of the gentle slops of these so-called 
ascsnding currents, which are twist- 
ed and contorted into every imagin- 
able shape by the wind.

Making Electric Light Bulbs. 


The process of making the minia- 


ture electric light bulbs that are used 
in such profusion now for decorative ! 
and advertising purposes is -one re- I 
quiring a great deal of manual skill. ' 
or, rather, skill both of the hand and 
mouth, for they are blown by mouth 
From glass tubes, which are imported 
specially for the purpose. The large 
bulbs used for ordinary lighting pur- 
poses are made by machinery. 


The biggest factory for the manu- 


facture of these tiny bulbs is in Hud- 
son street, New -York, anr] it turns out 
In the busy season nearly 3.000 bulbs 
a day. The first process is blowing 
the bulb. The end of the glass tube 
is 
softened 
in a 
gas flame and 


closed, and then a' spot in the centre 
of the tube is held :n the flame untiJ 
it becomes soft enough to work. When 
that point is reached the operator 
blows it up to the renuirod size and 
then lays it aside. During the blow- 
ing process ths tube is kept constant- 
ly turning in order to preserve the 
lymmetrical outlines 
of the 
bulb.

factory told me that iu his boylioocl, 
when he first came to that plant, Uo 
was advised to begin to cat arsenic 
lest his health suffer from the fumes. 
He did begi^. and !Ai first two or 
three small doses gave him a sha.-p 
pain, like a burn, in the stomach, and 
this pain was followed hy tremendous 
hunger and a violent, disagreeable ex- 
citement. But as his doses increased 
in frequency and in size, their effect 
became pleasant. There wa.v no longer 
pain or exaitemcnt; there was a rav- 
enous appetite and a mood of joyous 
activity wherein the you'.h could do 
three men's work. 


"This chap, by the t!mp he got to 


bo thirty, was taking ic.v.r grains of 
arsenic a day. He looked at thirty, 
w.ith his clear pink and whito color, 
no more than twenty-three.
